It is starti ng to road in ollicial ro- 
lurua that more thai, tweuly-lwo thou- 
sand persona are annually doatroyeJ in 
llrit sh India by wild l)oasts. 'I'be t - 
ger alone, in 1888, killed nine linndrod 
aud oglity-live peoplA bealla tatty 
thousand cattle. 

Yonoinuus serpents dostro/ Immenso 
numbers ol wayfarers. Owing' to the 
heat ol the ol male, poor parsons Ir.iv- 
cl mostly by night, andwalk bare foot 
ed or wear only a sanUal thai does nut 
prolout the ankles. The deadly cobra 
IS seldom active in tho dat liino. but he 
may be trodden upon in the darkness 
by upcoynrud teat, lie nlta ks Ih'! 
"lravoIor,"whB irfbiiiid In tho moru ng 
dead iipou the road. 

Often the shortest path bolwoon two 
villavos lies through a jungle, whoii jin 
the dayt me the heat wdl r se to one 
hundred and s xy d egrocs unU.n- the 
bla'.ing sun of Indix 'J'h 0 temptation 
to defur Ihe journey nut I after sun ot 
ia to most nativo'i irroaistiblo. and m 
the tropics darkness i|U ckly follows 
the departure of the sun. Tliii natvei 
walk in Indian tile in thiMLin ow imrk. 
and a loiterer tails uu easy jiruy tu a 
ttgWr oroueb ng in ainbiiab. 
' In many parts o( India, despite the 
nimost oii'orts of tho tioverniuont, tvild 
beasts render life hard indeo I to the 
|icople. (or ouepairol (iill-,;rowu tigers, 
with on be, will destroy from (our to six 
bullooka eaoh week. Often, in pure 
wantonness, a tiger will ki-l two or 
three caltic when ho wants only a small 
part o( one. A (amily of tigers will kill 
in a week more animals than a family 
o( (anuera can eat In a year. 

The panther and the Kopnrd are alao 
terrible oattie-oaters, and the leopard 
has a partkiuiar bab t ol carrying oH 
the dogs whieh are expected to guard 
the herd from hU attacks. Tiio Indian 
woll is noted lor bis audac'ly in sci/.ing 
children. In India animals have a 
character of lerooity wh'oh makes hu- 
man lite in some diiitriots well-nigh in- 
supportablo.— Foutt's Comiianian.

In health. Paris is on a levol w.th a 
hundred other places. It has nothing 
ol its own lo oiTer. Its climate pre- 
aani(« fair average ol the qnaliUea and 
tdnlta of th« dentralContinontai weath- 
er; the a r ii iliior and more vivifying 
than that of Kngland, oxlroiuos of boat 
and cold are .lomolimes felU but they 
are unfrciiueiit; strong Winds are rare, 
ami thoiigli fogs havo become some- 
what aceliinair'cd of late years. Ihe air 
is on the whole fairly bright and pleni- 
nnu lint tho same aKnospbero may be 
found almost ovcrywhoru along the 
same parallel ol latitude.

The malarial conditions of lile are, 
however, growing so much nliko in 
all lari;e towns that we are living 
evoriwheio under more and more 
similar inlluonces. and il may bo said 
without much inoxaotnoss that, so fur 
IIS Kiirope ia concerned, what uacd to 
b ' railed oapeoially a boallliy or iin- 
hialiliv place, is becoming dillicnil 
to llnd. Kpidemics come and go in 
I'ans aa they do in other centers u( 
population, .but they are seldom 
traceable to local causes, and usii- 
iilly assume a general eliaraetiT. 
Hut all these ' ((unlities aru merely 
iiegaiive; thuy imply the absence of 
objections, not tho presonoo ol reooiu- 
mondat ons: Paris possesses no posi- 
tive ndvanlagoa In cllinato or hi^altli. 
and 1-fngli.sh po<^le will not bo tempted 
to live in il lor masooa Of tkat aurt— , 
t'ortiiightlg Heoiew.

A Stracturs to Ba No Loncar Devoted to 
the atormce of Arms. 

' In the future, it would seem, the 
Tower i^ to hft ^«n i^ftni.tkan in the 
past, one iai "the tighta^V I>>udon." 
It ia to be enlMr diveatod of 
its utHitMan 'chafaeter. ' ^e rilles In 
the Armory aro to remain, but tho 
whole ol the large store of arms is lo 
be removed lo the central depot at 
Wei'don. This, we are told, lain fnV 
lilment of a desire tbnttbe Prince Con 
sort had very much at heart- a desire 
that tho Tower should bo preserved 
wholly and simply as a building re- 
markable for its arebitecluro and for 
its historical a-ssociations. In accord- 
ianco with this view, the barracks and 
bospitid stores were removed in 1809, 
and tho aoooutroments a lew years 
iittor. The w orkmen, of oourso, wont 
also, and now^the building will be do- 
serted, so far as permanent tenants are 
concerned, by oil save tho small garri- 
isou which has always Uicn mnlotaiiied 
Are. The arrangement will probahly
